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The principals are permitted, subject to the conditions stated hereinafter, to file and prosecute 
a corresponding application for patent in each of the following countries: Australia, Belgium, 
Canada, Denmark, France, Federal Republic of Germany, Greece, Italy, Japan, Luxembourg, 
Netherlands, Norway, Portugal, Spain, Sweden, Turkey and the United Kingdom. The papers 
for each foreign application and its prosecution shall be transmitted to the sponsoring agency, 
identified herein, for forwarding through diplomatic channels for filing in the foreign country 
either directiy by the principals or through the principals' foreign patent attorney or agent if 
authorized by the foreign government. Correspondence exclusively relating to payments of 
taxes and fees need not be sent through the sponsoring agency and diplomatic channels 
provided that such correspondence contains no information pertaining to the subject matter of 
the above-identified application. 

International reciprocal agreements providing for the filing of patent applications under a 
Secrecy Order in the above-identified countries require the principals to furnish to the 
sponsoring agency identified herein (in addition to the papers to be filed in the foreign patent 
office) a copy of the specification (including any drawings annexed thereto, any resume and 
the claims included in the patent application) filed in the patent office of the foreign country.

Belgium, France, the 
Federal Republic of Germany, the Netherlands, Norway, Turkey and the United Kingdom 
normally require a separate document confirming such a waiver.
